Slank In his platform, the Hon. H. V. 
CcChesney, of Frankfort, has announced 
himself as a candidate for the Dmbb- 
cratic nomination for Governor ta 
State primary of next August. 

Mr. McChesney declares that if noml- 
zuk.ted and elected, he will urge upon the 
General Assembly to submit to the people 
for their ratification an amendment to 
the Kentucky Constitution providing for 
Statewide prohibition. In the formal ao- 
Bouncement of his candidacy, Mr. Mc- 
Chesney. who several years ago filled the 
Offices of State Superintendent of Public 
Instruction and Secretary of State, prom- 
ises an abridgement of public expKndiutres 
where it can be properly done, and the 
further advancement of the present prog- 
ress in educational and agricultural de- 
velopment. 

His announcement is as follows: 
"To the Democratic voters of Kentucky: 

After mature deliberation I hav decided 
to enter the nee for tlie Democratic nom- 
Uiatlon for the office of Governor, in the 
prlmar>- to be held August 7, 1915. In 
making this iinouncemeni it is due those 
•whose support 1 seek that I briefly outline 
the policies I advocate. 

I am in favor of state wide prohibition 
of the manufacture and sale of intoxicat- 
ing liquors. If nominated and elected I 
shall urge upon the Legislature of 1916 
the passage of an Act submitting a pro- 
hibition amendment to the Constitution to 
the people for their ratification. In view 
of the large amount of capital invested In 
the liquor business, however, I shall favor 

m, provision in the Act giving a reasonable 
time, after its ratiflMinoB, before it be- 
comes operative, in order that those en- 
gaged In the business may adjust their 
affairs without too great a sacrifice. 

I have no fault to find with the County 
Dalt iMW. I hare CaTorod ovonr advancod 
■tep taken in its various amendments. It 
is a step in the right direction, and has 
been a great blessing to the Common- 
wealth. Under it 106 counties have voted 
try; bat tho remaining counttes contain a 
very considerable part of the total popu- 
lation of the State. The present law 
seems inadequate to give relief to the peo- 
ple of most of these counties. And again, 
the liquor iaterests. inatsad of showing 
respect for the County Unit Law, and for 
the will of the people as expressed at the 
X>olls, have been contesting <-vory election 
Where the result was dry, arid going into 
tiM CMUts with every possible technical- 
ttgr, in an effort to defeat the will of the 
le. Not only has this been their .Tttl- 
toward the law and it.« enforoemciit, 

they liave made it their business to 

Mttarijr op po»s every auui who ma ^rm to 
pnbUe office who does not take hte orders 
from them. A. temperance man can not 
run for any office in Kentucky, however 
humble, without feeling the weight of 
their wrath, expressed in the usual way. 
Their efforts' to dominate the politics of 
the State have increased as county after 
county has been added to the dry column, 
until their influence has become a menace 
to popular government. 

In view of all this It seems that there 
is but one solution to the problem, and 
that Is to submit it to the whole people 
that we may know once and for all time 
WiMther the people or the liquor interests 
•re to rule in Kentucky. Not only is this 
the logic of the situation, but It is abso- 
lutely fair. 'Who can be heard to say that 
the people as a whole haven't a right to 
pass on a question bo vitally affecting 
their moral and financial welfare? We 
submit good roads amendments and taxa- 
tion amendments to the whole people — 
why not i-ubinlt this question, infltntely

As slated above, 1 am not unmindful 
of the property interests involved.

My familiarity with the financial affairs 
of the 8tate. as a result of eight years' 
experience (from 1^00 to 1907) as Super- 
intendent of I'uMio Instruction and Sec- 
retary of State, and .as a member of the 
Sinking Fund Board, leads me to the be- 
lief that such a revision of oui- taxation 
system can be made as will readily reduce 
ihe State debt, and make good any de- 
crease in revenues that might arise from 
the loss of the tax on liquors. And this 
can be done without any increase of the 
tax rate. Saving .State revenues is just 
as important as producing them. With 
the elimination of the liquor business from 
Kentucky the .saving to the State In crim- 
inal prosecii ions alone would be an enor- 
mous item, and go far toward a solution 
of the financial problem. If the money 
■pent for Uquor in Kentucky, and for 
cximinal prosecutions growing out of its 
■se can be saved, in half a dozen years 
we can relieve the financial situation of 
the State and build a macadam road to 
every church and school house in the 
Commonwealth.
